Conflicting estimates of workers on 
strike have been given by the mill’s 
management. and by labor officials, 
the declaring that 80 per cent of the 
3,000 operatives were remaining on 
the job and the union officials plac- 
ing the per cent of workers still at 
the looms at less than 50. 

The telegram was made public by 
Callaway on the eve of the expected 
showdown between the mill and strike 
leaders tomorrow morning when the 
plants reopen. 

The mills open at 6 a. m. after the 
usual week-end close-down. 

Strike troubles began Thursday in 
the LaGrange group of six in the 
Callaway chain and later were report- 
ed to have spread to the Manchester 
and Milstead plants. 

Callaway’s telegram said “If the 
department of labor desires it we will 
be glad to discontinue all reference to 
the Bedeaux system in determining 
wage scale or otherwise and pay only 
the exact requirements of the code as 
determined by any proper constituted 
authority.” 

The Bedeaux system—a system Ia- 
bor leaders have described as “damna- 
ble” and as or Patan added duties on 
workers in mills—was one of the 
causes of the walkout here.

ATHENS, March 3.—(4) — The 
Greek government bombed the home 
in Crete of former Premier Eleutherios 
Venizelos tonight in a grim effort to 


| stamp out a fast-growing revolt which 


had spread to Thrace and Macedonia 
on the mainland. . 

Bombs ‘from airplanes and machine 
guns were turned on the residence at 
Canea of the 70-year-old rebel leader 
and “Grand Old Man” of Greek poli- 
tics. but meager reports did not dis- 
close whether he was at home at the 
time. 

Government planes, after raining 
bombs upon warships seized Friday 
night by rebels in the navy, flew to 
Athens tonight for more munitions 
and returned to mutinous Crete ‘to 
continue the bombardment. 

Crete was in the hands of the rev- 
olutionists. Venizelos was said to 
have seized $1,000,000 from Canea’'s 
treasury to finance the revolt. 

As the harassed government called 
out naval reserves, reports came that 
the rebellion had reached Alexandro- 
poulis and other towns in- Thrace, in 
the northeastern .corner of Greece, 
between Macedonia and Turkey. 

Information that Seres, eastern 
Macedonia, had been recaptured from 
the rebels indicated the uprising was 
more extensive than at first believed. 
This was the first news of disturb- 
ances in that section.

Savannah Girl Killed 
In Athens Air Crash 


ATHENS, Ga., 


March 3.—(?)— 
Miss Sylvia Raskin, 20, of Savannah, 
who came here for the week-end 
dances at the University of Georgia, 
was killed today in the crash of an 
airplane piloted by Ben T. Epps, 
pioneer Georgia aviator. 

Bernard Freeman, of New York, a 
student at the university, was se- 
riously injured in the accident and 
Epps suffered a fracture of the hip. 

The extent of Freeman’s injuries 
has not been determined, but at the 
Athens hospital it was said it may 
be necessary to amputate a leg. 

Miss Raskin, daughter of Robert 
Raskin, of Savannah, was instantly 
killed as the plane, which had been 
carrying passengers all afternoon, 
fell from a height of about 500 feet 
into the yard of a residence near the 
university.

Former Justice Grows 
Weaker; End Believed 
Near. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(4)— 
Oliver Wendell Holmes was growing 
weaker today and a close friend sor- 
rowfully said “It is just a matter of 
waiting.” 

Nevertheless, the vitality which has 
kept the aged jurist alive for 94 years 
—lacking only 5 days—persisted. 

Mark Howe, a former secretary to 
the justice who has been at the resi- 
dence on I street almost constantly 
since Holmes was stricken with bron- 
chial pneumonia, said: 

“Mr. Holmes is conscious and he is 
not suffering. I do not believe that 
he is receiving stimulants.” 

After Dr. Thomas A. Clayton, 
Holmes’ persorial physician; left this 
morning, Howe said the physician had 
found the sick man “a little weaker.” 

Vitality Amazing. 

“His failure to show any improve- 
ment is very discouraging,” Howe said, 
“but the change has been very littie 
and the doctor again expressed sur- 
prise today at Mr. Holmes’ amazing 
vitality.” 

Dr. Clayton returned to the Holmes 
residence shortly before 1 o'clock. He 
was accompanied by Dr. Lewis C. 
Ecker. 

When they left, ‘Howe said they had 
found no change since morning. 

The last three days visitors have 
been barred from the sick room. The 
man who served 29 years on the su- 
preme court hench has received oxygen 
at regular intervals since last Tues-

Cancer Is an Arrestable Disease, 
Says President of Surgical Group 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 3.—, 
(?}—Cancer, even in its abvanced’ 
stages, is an arrestable disease, Dr. 
Charles A. Dukes, of Oakland, presi- 


dent of the American college of sur- 
geons, said here today in a bulletin 
published by the state health depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Dukes said, however, there were 
but three reliable ways to treat the 
malignant disease—by x-ray, by ra- 
dium or by the surgical knife. 

“There ar@ no secret cancer cures, 
no serums nor injections of value,” 
he added. 

“Cancer is a disease, personal to 
the individual who has it, and cannot 
be transmitted in any known way to 
another persons,” Dr. Dukes went on. 

“Even if you have neglected treat- 


.ment until the disease is well advanc- 
ed, still it may be arrested. More 
than 1,000 advanced cases,,.in one 
clinic, were treated during the past 
three years and definite arrestment 
was reported in more than 800 cases.

; Democratic congressional leaders, never véry enthusiastic, have 
lately shown inward signs of discouragement. The liberals, never 
very co-operative with the New Deal, have become personally embit- 
tered about the relief wage dispute. Conservative democrats and re- 
publicans privately admit that they would be satisfied now to ad- 
journ and go home, 

President Roosevelt still holds the reins but he has not been 
pulling them. The result has been a lot of bucking and stalling. 
No important legislation has been passed ih the first two months 
of the session. 

Things are rapidly working around to the place where Mr. 
Roosevelt will have to go out on the wagon tongue and mend the 
traces. 

Unless he does, no one can tell where his legislative program 
will wind up. 


CHANCES Assuming that he will, the prospects of pending im- 
portant legislation may safely be outlined as follows: 

Bonus—A veto would be sustained today. Split between Vin- 
son and Patman plans is mussing up whatever chances the bonusites 
had. 

NRA—In grave doubt. Influential senators are secretly bent 
on killing it. New Dealers may not be able to keep senate hearings 
in hand. Mr. Roosevelt will have more trouble with his proposed 
moderate reformation than he is having with relief. 

Social Security—Rates will be boosted, legislation moderately 
liberalized. Skeleton of Roosevelt proposal will be maintained, 

Thirty-Hour Week—No chance. 

Holding Companies—Believe it or not, Mr. Roosevelt’s recom- 
mendations may be moderated slightly. Certain liberals who have 
been fighting utilities all their lives are privately against going as 
far as he wants to go. Slightly moderated bill will pass. 

Silver and Inflation—Increased agitation on these two subjects 
will start soon, but no action is expected in congress. 

Banking Bill—It will pass after Senator Glass has rewritten some 
of it with the consent of the New Dealers, and some without. 

Wagner Labor Bill—No hope. 

Taxes—A small tax bill will probably be jammed through late in 
the session. It may contain some unexpected punitive taxes. No 
general increase. 

Railroads—The Eastman plan is being delayed until the hold- 
ing companies bill is: passed. That means it will be thrown up 
against the end of the session. Prospects are not now clear.

Jensen’s Removal Post 
poned To Insure No Loss 
of Votes for Senatorial 
Candidate. 


Note: This is the second of a 
series of five article in which 
the inside story of the recent 
“purging” in. the AAA is told 
by the deposed senior assistant 
to the consumers’ counsel, pre- 
senting the viewpoint of the 
“Young New Dealers.” 


By GARDNER JACKSON. 


WASHINGTON, Mareh 3.—Per- 
haps no industry better illustrates the 
way policies are made and unmade in 
the New Deal than the milk industry. 
Certainly no other industry has 
brought more grief to the agricultural 
adjustment administration or more fre- 
quent and intense personal clashes. 

President Roosevelt himself has 
been troubled by the milk problem. 
At least in the early stages of the 
New Deal he expressed the hope to 
certain of his agricultural officials 
that some representative city would be 
found willing to undertake municipal 


the same “yardstick methods” to milk 
distribution costs that he hopes to ap- 
ply to electric power costs through the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and other 
power developments. 

Major Trial to New Deal. . 

It was inevitable that the milk in- 
dustry should be a major trial to the 
New Deal. Milk and dairy products 
represent one-fourth of the farmers’ 
income in this country, and their steps 
from farmer to consumer are fewer 
and shorter and more readily seen than 
the stages followed by most other agri- 
cultural commodities. 

It was small wonder, then, that milk 
was a large factor in the ousting of 
Jerome Frank, general counsel of the 
AAA, and his associates, in the de- 
motioin of Dr. Frederic C. Howe as 
consumers’ counsel, and in the subse- 
quent forcing out of Victor A. Christ- 
gau, former republican congressman 
from Minnesota, as assistant adminis- 
trator. 

The fact is that the milk industry 
—the dealers and the heads of the bar- 
gaining co-operatives—a few weeks be- 
fore last “November’s election named 
the men in the AAA who, they de- 
cided, must be fired. 

At that time the explicit intention 
of Charles Holman, head of the Na- 
tional Federation of Dairy Co-opera- 
tives, and of his associates and the 


milk policy by the AAA—including 
the list of men slated for head-chop- 
ping—was submitted in writing to 
Chester C. Davis, the administrator, 
by one of the officials of the con- 
sumers’ counsel to whom it was re- 
ported. And it was conveyed by me 
in conversation to Secretary Wallace. 

These were the same bargaining 
co-operative leaders who Secretary 
Wallace, through the fertile word- 
conjuring of Alfred D. Stedman, for- 
mer newspaperman and chief of the 
division of information of the AAA, 
had labeled in a bitter press release 
less than a year before as “distributors 


masquerading in overalls.” Angered, | 


they set out to undo the damage done 
to their pocketbooks and reputations 
by the policy the secretary enunciated 
following the resignation of Adminis- 


trator George Peek and the ousting 
of Clyde L. King as head of the 
dairy section. 

That policy abandoned King’s mar- 
keting agreement program, fixing re- 
sale prices to consumers and guaran- 
teeing handsome margins to the dis- 
tributors (with an official of a big 
dairy corporation sitting in an office 
adjoining King’s advising him). It 
substituted a license policy fixing 
prices to producers only and letting 
the forces of competition in the milk 
markets regulate the margins. 

Revised Policy. 

Under the revised policy, milk ad- 
ministrators were appointed to vari- 
ous major cities where licenses were 
put in. One of these administrators 
was Einar Jensen, a_ naturalized 
Dane brought up in the Danish co- 
operative movement, who had fin- 
ished off his practical farming ex- 
perience with studies at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota and a Ph. D. from 
Harvard in agricultural economics. 

Jensen, a member of the consum- 
ers’ counsel staff, was appointed ad- 
ministrator in the Boston market, He 
adhered religiously to the terms of 
the licenses, playing no _ favorites, 
forcing one of the large milk distrib- 
utors to pay into the pool when it 
threatened. not to. do so, and winning 
the trust of the farmers in New Eng- 
land. His name headed the list of 
those slated for removal by the bar- 
gaining co-operative leaders, “the dis- 
tributors masquerading in overalls,” 
and the dealers with whom they op- 
erate closely. 

When it appeared certain that Ar- 
thur H. Lauterbach, chief of the dairy 
section, was about to remove Jensen, 
I expressed my profound concern to 
Secretary Wallace in a letter in which 
I said Jensen's removal was merely 
the first step in a reversion to the 
policy which the secretary had de- 
nounced following King’s removal. He 
showed the letter to Mr. Davis and 
then summoned me. He agreed with 
me that Jensen was the highest type 
of public servant and extremely com- 
petent in his job, but said he could 
not afford to override Administrator 
Davis—virtually the same attitude the 
secretary took regarding Jerome 
Frank—and that Mr. Davis insisted 
Jensen’s removal did not mean a re- 
versal of policy. 

Removal Postponed. . 

So well was Jensen regarded by the 
farmers supplying the Boston mar- 
ket that Emil Hurja, Jim Farley's 
right-hand man, wrote a letter to 
AAA officials urging them to post- 
pone Jenseg’s removal until after the 
election. Hurja did so at the instance 
of democratic campaign officials in 
Vermont, who wailed that Jensen's 
removal at that time would seriously 
jeopardize what they considered a 
good chance of their candidate for the 
United States senate winning in that 
proverbially republican state. 

The removal of Jensen was follow- 
ed in January by the dismissal of R. 
K. Frokér, of the University of Wis- 
consin—the man responsible more 
than any other in the dairy section | 
for working out the revised policy 
after King’s ousting—and the ulti- 
mate elimination of Frank, Howe, 
Christgau and the others, just as the 
“distributors masquerading in over- 
alls” had desired.

But 
I was called on the carpet for it 
when I returned. 

As the policy in operation now 
works out, every increase of a cent a 
quart in the producer's price of milk 
means a half-cent to the farmer and a 
half-cent to the distributor. The con- 
sumers counsel’s position was that if 
an increase to the farmer is justi- 
fied, he should get all of it and that 
the distributor’s margin should not 
be widened. 

The bureau of agricultural econom- 
ies reports that 15,318,880,000 quarts 
of fluid milk and cream were con- 
sumed in 1933. An increase of one 
cent a quart over the country would 
mean an increase in return to pro- 
ducer and distributor of over $153.,- 
000,000. No wonder there is a back- 
scratching relationship between the 
bargaining co-operative ieaders, “the 
masqueraders,” and the dealers, And 
no wonder that they publicly gloat 
over the “purging” of the AAA.

U. S. Offers Refunding Issues! 


At Lowest Yield Since War 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(?)— 
The treasury tonight followed the ad-

At least the sift- 
ing fluffs it up considerably, and it is 
nicer to use than when it is packed 
in tight.

hoss which won seven races as a 2-year-old. And she

Featuring outstanding achievements 
by Louisiana State and Kentucky, both 
of which marched victoriously over all 
opponents, another Southeastern con- 
ference basketball campaign has come 
to an end. 

Theoretically Louisiana State fin- 
ished at the top of the Big Thirteen 
through 12 triumphs and no losses, but 
Kentucky entertains an equal claim 
for the championship with a perfect 
percentage mark figured on 11 wins 
and no defeats. 

Since the annual basketball tourna- 
ment, a fixture for 12 years, is not 
scheduled this spring the Tigers and 
the Wildcats apparently must content 
themselves with co-claims for the 
crown. 

TOURNEY RESTORED. 

The Southeastern conference abol- 
ished the tournament idea a year ago 
but reinstated it recently, too late 
for it to be held this season. How- 
ever, it will be restored to the pro- 
gram for the 1935-36 campaign, thus 
providing a means for determining a 
clear-cut titleholder. 

Kentucky brought the present war- 
fare to a close last night with a 
one-sided, 53-to-19 victory over Van- 
derbilt’s Commodores, its eleventh 
straight triumph over conference op- 
position. Louisiana State wound up 
its schedule a week ago. 

Only one game remains on the 
schedule involving a conference team, 
this sending Kentucky against Xavier 
of Cincinnati at Lexington, Thursday 
night.

It will mean that, of course, 
if Boxthorn should win. But for a maiden—well, it would mean | 
real history. (A maiden is a horse which has never won a race.) | 

The Bradley entry carries a great appeal. 
the personality of the man has got into them. He is a | 
gambler. Gambling is his profession. But there is no 
dishonesty in the man. His games are honest. And he 
is honest. 

It is a Bradley axiom that if a man has reached the age of 
70 and believes he has five friends, he has made just five mis- 
takes. , 

He believes in the odds and in luck. And in hunches. And 
now and then he gets home with an outsider. When May comes 
around again I’d like to see Big Gawk heading that smashing 
drive down the stretch as hoofs pound and 70,000 people scream 
themselves hoarse.

And each 
hoss, of course, has a birthday on January 1, no matter 
when foaled. If a hoss is so unfortunate as to be foaled 
on December 30, he is nevertheless a year old on Janu- 
ary 1, a couple of days later. 

No horse may be nominated for the Derby until he has! 
reached the age of 3 years. Any person may have a blank on) 
application. The subscription price is $25 for each hoss en-| 
tered. | 


A hoss nominated for the Derby must pay the entry 
fee, usually $300. (It once was $500.) The hoss, how- 
ever, may be sratched up to 45 minutes before post time 
and the starting fee refunded. 

To the fund created by the $25 nomination fees and the en- 
try fees, the Kentucky Jockey Club adds, this year, $40,000. | 
Hence the phrase, ‘‘$40,000 added money.” | 

This spring 110 were nominated which creates a fund of | 
near $3,000. There will likely be as many as 16 starters at 
about $300 each. Which will mean about $5,000 more. The: 
total money will be close to $50,000. The winner gets most | 
of the purse, only $5,000 going to second place, $2,500 to third | 
and $1,000 to fourth place.

Accelerating through the 
next full mile, he still was able to add 
only 8 miles an hour to his speed, 


“Without the slippage, I should 
have picked up at least 25 miles more 
there, and I’d have had the record in 
my grasp,” he said. “I was driving 
blind in the middle mile, the wind al- 
most tearing my head off, the goggles 
choking me. The sand was so rough 
I could feel the tread tearing off the 
tires. I had to cut the moters coming 
out of the middle mile. It was useless 
to try to run back.” 

Campbell said that under present 
conditions he has three smooth miles 
at the start coming south, but from 
there on the beach simply is not fit 
for the 300-mile speed he seeks, 

“There's nothing wrong with Blue- 
bird.” he said. “She's running beau- 
tifully, and I’m sure I’m in fine 
shape.”
